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A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to the Uniform Controlled Substances Act;1

to amend section 28-405, Reissue Revised Statutes of2

Nebraska; to regulate Salvia divinorum or Salvinorin A;3

and to repeal the original section.4

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,5
